The score: on 27 new applications — 14 approved, 
13 denied since July 1. Extension of rights was handled 
more leniently — on 156 applications, 105 approvals 


and 51 denials. 


Highway users see red when states divert highway 
funds to non-highway purposes. Nineteen forty-nine 
diversions topped $166 million, accuses the National 
Highway Users Conference. 

Georgia was one of the bad boys. Upped its gas tax 
yield $5,976,000 in 1949 . . . diverted $18,030,000 of 
its highway tax receipts for other than highway 
purposes. 

But little Rhode Island was top dog, diverting 46.2 
per cent, says NHUC. Other highway fund diverters: 
Florida, 36.8 per cent; Texas, 19.3 per cent; New York, 
17.4 per cent; California and District of Columbia, 15 
per cent; Washington (State) 14.4 per cent.

| INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMIS 
SIONS first regulations affecting 
leasing and interchange of vehicles 
scheduled to go into effect September 
16. 1950——have been indefinitely 
postponed. 

This action followed a storm of 
petitions for reconsiderations from 
shipper and carrier groups, also the 
leamsters’ Union 

lhe proposed rules applied directly 
to common and contract carriers. In- 
directly, they applied to shippers and 
others. 

Leasing of vehicles without drivers 
between leasing companies and ship- 
pers, between shippers or others, was 
not to have been affec ted. 

briefly, the rules on augmenting 
equipment provide for a written con- 
tract in triplicate. one copy for 
lessor, one for lessee. and one to ac- 
company the vehicle. Provision is 
made for a certificate in lieu of a 
copy of the contract being carried on 
the vehicle. The lease must set forth 
the time it begins and the time o1 
circumstances on which it ends. as 
well as the method of compensation. 
While the equipment is being op- 
erated by the lessee, he must have ex- 
clusive possession and control. A re- 


ceipt must be given to the owner 
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( ounsel.

when possession is taken, and a re- 
ceipt must be given to the owner by 
the carrier when possession is re- 
turned to the owner. Before using a 
vehicle, the lessee carrier must in- 
spect the equipment and complete an 
inspection form which is retained in 
the carrier's files. 

All leased equipment must bear 
the lessee carrier’s identification, and 
where removable devices are used. 
they must bear a serial number; re- 
moval of identification placards is 
the responsibility of the lessee car- 
rier. Where vehicles are leased with 
driver, such drivers must furnish 
certificates of physical examination 
or photostats of the same. A mani- 
fest covering each trip must be kept 
by the lessee carrier. 


Trip Leasing Approved 
The rules do not: (1) prohibit 
trip leasing, (2) specify the method 
for compensation, (3) provide relief 
from written contracts in case of 
emergencies, nor (4) provide for an 
exemption where motor vehicles are 
being operated by railroads under 

authority of Part II of the Act.

Ore. Rates Go Up 
4% in Second Rise 


Rates for truck-hauling most types 
of cargo in Oregon have taken a second 
1 per cent boost above early “49 rates 
under an order issued by George H. 
Flagg, public utility commissioner. 

The ruling was on a petition of the 
Pacific Inland Tariff Bureau to substi 
tute an 8 per cent increase for the 
temporary 4 per cent increase: granted 
in April °*49. 

Not included in Flagg’s order are 
household goods, lumber when rates 
are not based on a class or specifi 
point-to-point basis, cement in straight 
shipments of 30,000 lbs or more, and 
cartage or drayage within cities. 

It was pointed out in the order that 
increases also are being asked in states 
adjacent to Oregon, and a similar 8 
per cent increase on intrastate rates 
was granted railroads in Oregon effec- 


tive September 1. At the same time 
rail interstate rates were boosted 8 pet 
cent by the ICC in lieu of a previous 


i per cent boost.

The ball started rolling when Gen- 
eral Motors jumped hourly wages 5 
cents. This boost came as the result of 
the automatic cost-of-living provision in 
the GM contract concluded late in May. 

Then Chrysler unexpectedly came 
through with a voluntary raise for 
hourly workers with practically no di- 
rect pressure at all on the part of the 
union. Reason: Chrysler had been los- 
ing workers to plants with more lib- 
eral contracts, concluded after the sign- 
ing of the Chrysler pact that ended 





the 100-day walkout at that plant. Dur- 
ing August, “wildcat” walkouts idled 
20,000 Chrysler employees. 


Ford Follows Chrysler 


When Chrysler came through, Ford 
had to fall into line, although Ford 
officials insisted no wage talks would 
start until January as the contract 
specined. Ford then began experi- 
encing “wildcat” strikes for which the 
union “refused to accept responsibil- 
ity.” By the first of September, Ford 
was ready to talk and their agreement 
with the union was announced on Labor 
Day.

There was an esca 
lator clause and an annual 4-cent in 
crease, both found in the GM and 
Ford contracts. 

Studebaker gave 21,000 employees a

reported shortages of steel, cement and 
equipment. About 83 per cent reported 
increases in equipment prices. Fifty- 
five per cent reported increased labor 
costs. 

This all means less road for the same 
money. 

Compounding the already-bad situa- 
tion will be the new priority controls 
and allocations resulting from the Ko- 
rean situation. Federal road officials 
have warned that if road-building is 
subjected to the same controls and 
given the same low priority as in World 
War II. we'll be in serious trouble. 


Dollar-for-Dollar 


Federal money is to be matched on 
the same 50-50 basis as at present. The 
$500 million a year of Federal aid con- 
sists of $225 million for the primary 
system, $150 million for secondary and 
$125 million for urban roads. 

Other annual funds authorized in 
the bill cover national park and forest 
roads, an emergency fund of $10 mil- 
lion and a $10 million authorization for 
defense access roads, 

Under the law’s language the sec- 
ondary road funds can he expended 
on any rural road of any type. 


Financing Made Easier 


A new provison of the law allows 
states and local governments to use 
Federal aid funds to retire road con- 
struction bonds. This is believed to be 
an important feature. It should make 
it easier to finance expensive express- 
ways. 

Another important provision of par- 
ticular importance to urban projects is 
the new authorization increasing Fed- 
eral share of right-of-way costs from 
one-third to one-half.

Buys Terminal Site 


Golden Gate Freight Lines has pur- 
chased a five-acre terminal site in San 
Leandro. Calif., to allow for expansion 
of contract carrier operations between 
Oakland and Los Angeles.

Despite the ever-increasing produc- 
tion of trucks since the end of the war, 
statistics indicate that the present de- 
mand will probably continue for some 
time. As of July 1, 1949, over 33 per 
cent of the motor trucks on the high- 
ways were 10 or more years old. The 
average age of trucks in use was 7.4 
years in 1949 compared to 5.6 years in 


1941. However, the average age of 
trucks in use has been declining 
steadily since the end of the war, when 
it stood slightly over eight years. 

The report also shows that purchas- 
ers of trucks during the year paid over 
$1.1 million in special taxes. This was 
paid under the heading of special taxes 
consisting of over 30 per cent in Fed- 
eral excise taxes and the remainder 
went to local state, county, and city 
coffers.

Violation of Oregon and Washington 
motor vehicle codes by log truckers is 
condemned in a statement issued by 
trustees of the Pacific Northwest Log- 
gers Association, who met recently with 
officers of the Columbia Basin Loggers, 
the Associated Forest Industries and 
representatives of the Oregon State 
Highway Department for discussion of 
the truck overloading problem. 

“The responsible industry sees no 
reason why log truckers cannot operate 
within legal weight, speed and traffic 
control limits,” the statement said. 


Survey Underway 


\ spokesman for the Associated For- 
est Industries said a study is being 
made to determine the areas of great- 
est violation, and that association mem- 
bers will be urged to discipline drivers 
or contractors who willfully violate mo- 
tor codes. 

The Oregon State Highway Com- 
mission at its August meeting ordered 
cancellation for 10 days each of haul- 
ing permits to 15 logging operators 
who overloaded their trucks. 

\ test of overloading by the ltighway 
commission in the Bandon area along 
the Oregon coast for one week showed 
that out of 812 loads checked, 147 
trucks were carrying more than the 72,- 
000 Ib permitted by law. The 812 
loads were carried by 64 operators. 


Violators Reported Numerous 


“A tabulation of the records of these 
operators for the first six months of 
1950 reveals that, while a few of them 
are hauling legal loads all the time. 
more than half of them are consistently 
hauling loads which are in violation of 
the weight laws at least 10 per cent of 
the time,” the commission stated. 

Members of the Oregon Motor 
l'ransport Association have joined with 
the logger and forestry groups in un- 
dertaking a rigid self-policing policy 
in the matter of overloads. Each mem- 
ber of the association is informed of 
violations and is counseled on how to 
control truck loading.

Oregon Fleets Back 
Load Enforcement 


Responsible Oregon commercial truck 
operators and petroleum transporters 
are thoroughly in accord with steps 
taken by the Oregon State Highway 
Commission to stop truck overload vio- 
lations, according to James B. Sharkey. 
manager of the Oregon Motor Trans 
port Association. 

“The trucking industry of Oregon 
has no small investment in Oregon’s 
highway system,” Sharkey said. “Pay 
ing millions of dollars annually in spe 
cial truck taxes, the industry is just 
as concerned about the continued use 
fulness and long life of our highways 
as it is with its investments in equip 
ment and properties.” 

This year, Sharkey said, truck ope! 
ators will pay into the highway funds, 
in special truck taxes alone, an esti 
mated $5.6 million. Beyond this, he 
added, trucks will pay a goodly share 
of the estimated $30 million which 
Oregon’s gasoline tax will make avail 
able for highway construction and 
maintenance.

“I like to meet the different people 
at the stations,” he explains, “and | 
like to be out in the fresh air.” 

Bill has been married three and a 
half vears. As a matter of fact it was 
his wife, Theresa, who got him into 
his truck model hobby—to keep him 
around the house, Bill says. They 
have two children, William. 1, and 
Theresa, 2.

After replacing and securely fas- 
tening the cover, the rice control 
lever on the machine is turned to 
“fill” for approximately half a min- 
ute.

The mechanic then turns the air 
control valve to “blast.” Forty to 
sixty Ibs of air pressure must be

Generally a 
compressor of not less than 25 emm 
will meet the air requirements. 
Direction of the air blast within 
the combustion chamber is indicated 
by the pointer on the hose clamp. 
The blasting operation is continued 


for about four minutes. On high 


mileage engines or where inspection 
of the cloth filter provided in the 
“blaster” reveals unusually heavy or 
gummy deposits, a second four-min 
ute rice blast is recommended. 

After the blasting operation, the 
air control valve is turned to “clean” 
to remove all loose rice and carbon 
residue from the cylinder. The noz 
zle tip is rotated for about half a 
minute to accomplish this. 

When all cylinders in an engine 
have been cleaned, the filter in the 
rice blaster must be removed and 
cleaned.

A combination of the detail and 
the summary cards (already punched 
for other control operations) is used 
to prepare profit-and-loss statements 
on the machine, after they have been 
arranged automatically in the proper 
groupings on the 25,.200-card-an- 
hour-sorter. 

The summary cards are arranged 
in the three main divisions of the 
profit-and-loss figure: those for wet 
concrete, sand and gravel aggregates, 
and general building materials.

per cent of the stock of substantial 
highway freight operations. The ta- 
ble shows the name of the railroad, 
the name of the wholly-owned truck- 
ing company, and the latter's 1949 
intercity mileage and 1949 gross op- 
erating revenue. 

In addition, there are widespread 
operations by trucking companies in 
which railroads have sufficient finan- 
cial interest to enable them to exer- 
cise control, although they do not 
own 100 per cent of the stock. There 
are other substantial trucking com- 
panies, performing extensive opera- 
tions, which are under independent 
management but which haul exclu- 
sively or chiefly for railroads.

type of accident is found to predomi- 
nate during a certain period, we key 
our safety meetings, posters, bulle- 
tin boards, and retraining classes to 
combat this accident trend. When the 
analysis points up certain seasonal 
hazards, we take steps to counteract 
a rise in accident frequency when 
the same season rolls around again. 
We also discover any unusually haz- 
ardous operating conditions pertain- 
ing to our business. Then we key our 
instructional bulletins, newsletters, 
driver meetings and accident preven- 
tion program to prevent accidents in- 
volving these hazards. 

But safety cannot be practiced in 
a vacuum. Of indispensable value to 
management and the safety director 
is some systematic means of compar- 
ing the company’s accident experi- 
ence with that of other organizations 
engaged in the same business as ours. 
This is fulfilled by Part 4 of the 
National Safety Council accident re- 
porting and analysis system. 

A monthly report includes the 
number of vehicle-miles driven, the 
number of reportable accidents ex- 
perienced, and space for a condensed 
analysis of these accidents. 

Winning the contest is secondary. 
Participation opens to us the stimu- 
lus of top-flight competition and the 
invaluable privilege of comparing 
our own accident rates with those of 
other competing companies. 

[ know of no better way in which 
an orderly attack upon the accident 
prevention problem can be made than 
through an accident reporting sys- 
tem ending at a national level where 
accidents can be tabulated and ana- 
lyzed for the benefit of every safety 
director in the industry.

Another point in issue is whether 
compensation for leased equipment 
could be paid on the basis of per- 
centage of revenue.

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that a rule prohibiting such trip 
leasing should be prescribed at 
this time. We believe that correc- 
tion of this situation should first 
be left to authorized carriers which 
engage in such trip leasing. We 
shall require that all equipment 
utilized under trip leases be in- 
spected and that such authorized 
carriers insure that the drivers 
thereof comply with our safety reg- 
ulations.” 

On the question of sub-leasing, Di- 
vision 5 was more specific and pro- 
hibited the practice by requiring 
leases to be made between the owner 
of the equipment and the lessee- 
carrier. 

The Division disposed of the 30- 
day minimum lease proposal by find- 
ing that such a rule would interfere 
with arrangements between nation- 
wide household goods carriers and 
their agents, particularly when the 
equipment of the agents is called in 
from time to time by the national 
carriers, and at other times is used in 
the agent’s service. It was also noted 
by Division 5 that the proposed 30- 
day rule might preclude carriers 
from leasing equipment without 
drivers from equipment-lending com- 
panies to meet occasional extraordi- 
nary demands of short duration 

Some of the parties would have the 
Commission eliminate leasing in all 
of its forms. Division 5 quickly dis- 
posed of this suggestion by stating: 

“No one seriously contends that 
we could prohibit all leasing of 
equipment by carriers, or restrict 
it to a fixed percentage of the num- 
ber of vehicles owned, alternatives 
in the order of investigation. Such 
drastic remedies are not necessary, 

even if within our power to im- 

pose.” 

The rules provide for interchang- 
ing equipment between common car- 
riers under the following conditions: 

A. An agreement or contract must be 

drawn which (1) describes the 
equipment, (2) gives points of 
interchange, (3) states use to be 
made of equipment, (4) states 
consideration for use, (5) must 
be signed by parties, their em- 
ployees or agents.

ICC Rule 207.5 covers the renting 
of equipment with drivers to private 
carriers by authorized carriers, and 
requires that such service be speci- 
fied in operating authorities.

Nevertheless, the inclusion of the 
prohibition appears necessary in 
view of the apparent ignorance of 
the parties respecting the law on 
the subject.

Exemptions 


The rules promulgated by Division 
5 provide for exemption only by for- 
mal application to the ICC in Wash- 
ington and notifying competitors. 
The reasoning for such a restrictive 
exemption clause is not too clear as 
the Division stated: 

“The Bureau and the Teamsters 
Union argue that any regulation of 
this character, wherein wide lati- 
tude is allowed the carriers for in- 
terpretation and application, would 
be difficult to administer.
